He ſent forth his voice, yea and that a 
mighty voice; ſo that I believe many of the ſtout- 
hearted trembled. In the evening I preached once 
more in the Market-place, on thoſe awful words, 
Where the worm dieth not, and the fire is not 
' quenched. 5 „ 1 
Monday 7. I came to Grange- Green, near Fores, 
about twelve o'clock. But I found the houſe had 
changed its maſter, ſince I was here before, nine 
3 ago. Mr. Grant, (who then lived here in 
his brother's houſe,) was now Sir Lodowick Grant: 


having ſucceeded to the title and eſtate of Sir 


Alexander, dying without iſſue. But his mind 
was not changed with his fortune: he received me 
with cordial affection, and inſiſted on my ſendin 
for Mrs. Smith and her little girl, whom I had left 
at Fores, We were all here as at home, in one of 
the moſt healthy and moſt pleaſant fituations in the 
kingdom. And I had the ſatisfaQtion. to obſerve 
33 my 
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my daughter ſenſibly recovering her ſtrengeh, N 


' moſt every hour. In the evening all the family 
were called in to prayers, to whom I firſt ex- 
pounded a portion of Scripture. Thus ended this 
comfortable day! So has God provided for us in 
a ſtrange land! ' 5 | 
" Tueſday 8. 1 found another hearty welcome 
from Mr, Dunbar, the Miniſter of Nairn. A little 
after ten I preached in his Kirk, which was full 
from end to end. I have ſeldom ſeen a Scotch 
Congregation ſo ſenſibly affected. Indeed it 
ſeemed, that God ſmote the rocks, and brake the 
hearts of ſtane in pieces. 

In the afternoon I reached Inverneſs, but found 
a new face of things there, Good Mr. Mackenzie 
had been for ſome years removed to Abraham's 
boſom. Mr. Frafer, his colleague, a pious man, 
'of the old ſtamp, was likewiſe gone to reſt, The 
three preſent Miniſters are of another kind; fo that 
I have no more place in the Kirk: and the wind 
and rain would not permit me to preach on the 
Green. However our Houſe was large, though 
gloomy enough. Being now informed, (which 
1 did not ſuſpect before,) that the town was un- 
commonly given to drunkenneſs, I ufed the ut- 
moſt plainneſs of ſpeech ; and I believe not with- 
out effect. I then ſpent ſome time with the So- 
ciety, increaſed from twelve to between fifty and 
ſixty: many of theſe knew in whom they had be- 
lieved; and many were going on to perfection e ſo 
that all the pains which have been taken to ſtop 
the work of God here, have hitherto been in vain, 
Wedneſday 9. We had another rainy day; ſo 
that I was again driven into the houfe. And 
again I delivered my own. ſoul, to a larger Con- 
gregation than before, In the morning we had an 
affectionate parting, perhaps to meet no more. I 
am glad however that I have made three journies 
to Inverneſs. It has not been loſt labour. 
Between ten and eleven, I began preaching at 
"Nairn, The Houſe was pretty well filled again. 
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And many more of the gentry were there, than 
were preſent on Tueſday, It pleaſed God to give 
me again liberty of ſpeech, in opening and apply- 

ing thoſe words, God is a ſpirit, and they that wor- 

Nip him, muſt worſhip him in ſpirit and in truth. 
About two we reached Sir Lodowick Grant's, In 
the evening we had a very ſerious Congregation. 
Afterwards I ſpent an hour very agreeably with 


the family, and two or three neighbouring 


_ gentlemen, 


Friday 11, We did not ſtop at Keith, but went 


on to Strathbogie, Here we were in a clean, con- 
venient houſe, 'and had every thing we wanted. 
All the family very willingly joined us in prayer. 
We then ſlept in peace, 3 . 
Saturday 12. About one, I preached at Inverary, 
to a larger Congregation than before, and was 
again refreſhed with the ſimplicity and earneſtneſs 
of the plain country people. In the evening I 
preached at Aberdeen, 3 13. 1 ſpoke as 
cloſely as I could, both morning and evening, and 
made a pointed application to the hearts of all that 
were preſent, r am convinced, this is the only 
way Whereby we can do any good in Scot- 
land. This very day I heard many excellent 


truths delivered in the Kirk, But as there was no 


pation, it was likely to do as much goad, as 
the ſinging of a lark. I wonder the pious Miniſ- 
ters in Scotland are not ſenſible of this. They can- 
not but ſce, that no ſinners are convinced of fin, 
none converted to God by this way of 2 
How ſtrange it is then, that neither Reaſon nor 
1 N teaches them to take a better way? 
onday 14, I 2 again at Arbroth, Tueſ- 


burgh, Thurſday 17. I examined the Society, In 
five years I found five members had been gained! 
Ninety-nine being increaſed to a hundred and four. 
What then have our Preachers been doing all this 
time?

opened and applied, Say ye to the righteous, it jhall 


be well with him. I believe, many laid hold of the 
promiſe, and were not a little comforted, _ 
Tueſday 22. Finding the panic had ſpread to 
Newcaſtle, 1 ſtrongly enforced thoſe words, The 
Lord fitteth above the water-floods : the Lord remain- 
eth a King for ever. Wedneſday 2. I reſted here. 
Lovely place! And lovely company ! But, I be- 
lieve, there is another world, Therefore I muſt 
. and go hence / . 
hurſday 24. I preached at Stockton-upon-Tees 
at noon, and at Yarm in the evening. Friday 25, 
at two in the afternoon, I preached to a lovely 
Congregation, at Potto, and to ſuch another, at 
Hutton - Rudy. I was afterwards agreeably ſur- 
priſed in examining the Select Society, Many of 


them have been members thereof, for near twenty 


years. And not one of them has loſt the pure love 
of God, ever ſince they firſt received it, ; 

Saturday 26. After preaching at Stokesley and 

Giſborough, I went on to our waar earneſt 

brethren at Whitby ; juſt of the ſame with

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thoſe at Darlington, in the oppoſite point of the 
r „ 
Sunday 27. I preached. at eight in the Room, 
and at five in the Market-Place, to a huge Congre- 
gation. They were deeply attentive ; but no 
more affected, than the ſtones they ſtood upon. 


Monday 28. 1 preached in the New Preaching 


Houſe, at Robin Hood's Bay, and then went on to 
Scarborough.. Tueſday 29, 1 ſpent agreeably and 
profitably with my old friends, and in my way to 
Burlington, Wedneſday go, took a view of. Flam- 
borough-head : it is an huge rock, riſing perpendi- 


cular from the ſea to an immenfe height, which 
gives ſhelter to an innumerable multitude of ſea- 


fowl of various kinds, I preached in the evening 
at Burlington, and afterwards heard a very uncom- 
mon inſtance of Paternal Aﬀe&ion, A Gentle- 
man of the town had a favourite daughter, whom 
he ſet up in a milliner's ſhop, Some time after 
ſhe had a concern for her wu, and believed it her 
duty to enter into the Society. Upon this her 
good father forbad her his houſe, demanding all 


the money he had laid out, and required her in- 


'Nantly to ſell all her goods, in order to make the 
payment! | 


In this journey I looked over the © Hiſtory of 


Thitby,” in which are many curious things, Among 
others, there is an account of St. Ninian, a Monk 
of Whitby Abbey, long before the Conqueſt, Here 
is alſo an account of the Father of the Percy Fa- 
mily: he came over with William the Conqueror, 


and took his name from'a town in Normandy. So 


the pretty tale of piercing the eye of the Scotch King 
proves to be mere invention! 
Fhurſday, July 1. This was the firſt of eighteen 
or twenty days, full as hot as any I remember in 
"Georgia, And yet the ſeaſon is remarkably 
Healthy. I preached in Beverley at noon, and at 
Hull in the evening, Saturday g. I reached 
Grimſby, and found a little trial. In this, and 
many other parts of the kingdom, thoſe . 
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who call themſelves Lady. Huntingdon's Preachers, 
have greatly hindered the work of God. They 
have neither ſenſe, courage, nor grace, to go and 
beat up the Devil's quarters, in any place where 
Chriſt has not been named ; but wherever we have 


entered as by ſtorm, and gathered a few. ſouls, 


often at the peril of our lives, they creep in, and 
by doubtful diſputations, ſet every one's {word 
againſt his brother, One of theſe has juſt crept 


into Crimſby, and is ſtriving to divide the poor 


little flock, But 1 hope his labour will be in vain, 
and they will ſtill hold the unity of the Spirit in 
the bond of peace. 

Sunday 4. I had deſigned to preach abroad at 


Loth; but the rain drove us into the. Houſe, ' In 


the evening I expounded, and ſtrongly applied, 
the ſtory af Dives Rong Lazarus. The whole Con- 
gregation, except a few poor Gentlemen, behaved 
with decency. Tr * | 
Monday 5. I preached; about eleven, at Long- 
ham- Row, to a Congregation gathered from many 
miles round, on, How amiable are thy tabernacles, 
O Lord of Hoſts! As a great part of them were 
athirſt for perfect Love, they drank in every word. 


In the afternoon we went to Kaithby. It is a 
ſmall village, on the top of a hill. The ſhell of 


Mr. Brackenbury's . houſe was juſt finiſhed, near 
which he has built a little Chapel. It was quick 
filled with deeply ſerious hearers, 1 was muc 
comforted among them, and could not but obſerve,

He died in 1711, and ſolemnly bequeathed the 
following verles to his Pariſhioners *' 

« Ye ftiff-necked and uncircumciſed in heart and ears, 
ye do always reſiſt the Holy, Ghoſt, As your fathers 
did, fo do ye.
